ITALIAN DECLARATION. 

Surprise and even astonishment at the 
omission of Italy’s name in this declara- 
tion of the “ unthinkability ” of war is 
freely expressed in the Italian Press, and 
the feeling is endorsed among members of 
the Italian delegation. 

‘* Before producing our figures,” said 
an Italian spokesman yesterday, “we 
shall wait until we see what are the 
reactions upon the Conference of the high 
French figures. We came to London with 
a sincere wish to reduce armaments and 
not to increase them. We are deter- 
mined also to see the Conference through, 
but our position remains unchanged, that 
the right to parity with the most power- 
ful European Continental Power should 
be conceded to us, at any rate, in 
principle.’”’ 

FRENCH EXPLANATION. 

From the French standpoint the omis- 
sion of Italy’s name is explained by the 
fact that France was commenting upon 
the only suggestions and figures so far 
produced—namely, the British and the 
American.

ENGLISHMAN WHO WAS TREATED 
FAIRLY. 

Harold W. Dalton, Engineering Branch, 
Post Office, said he would like to retire in 
March to arrange a business in England. He 
was an Easa born, and returned to 
Ireland after serving four years with the 
British forces, His father was inspector in 
the same department, and he returned to 
England after the Treaty. He tried several 
times to get a transfer there, too, but was 
snanccontal. Because of the change of 
Government he was anxious to retire. 

Mr. Leydon—Is that the main reason why 
you wanted a transfer to England? Wit- 
ness—Because my people were there. 

If your father had stayed on you would 
have been quite satisfied to keep your job 
here ?— Yes. 

Have you any objection to the change to 
the Free State Government ?—No, I have no 
objection to the Free State Government. The 
Free State Government have done me no 
harm, and I have done them no harm. I 
wish to live in England. The Free State 
Government have treated me fairly. 

When asked by Mr. Leonard if he would 
prefer to work under the British Govern- 
ment, the witness replied—‘‘ Of course, the 
Free State Government is under the British 
Government. : 

Mr. Leydon—You must not take it that 
the Board agrees to that. 

Chairman—Anvhow, it is not a question 
we have to decide. (Laughter.) 

The witntss said that the supreme heads 
of the department had treated him very 
fairly. 

When the Chairman, looking at the re- 
cords, said that the only fault that appeared 
against. him was unpunctuality, the witness 
observed :—" Owing to the circumstances in 
which I was placed in ‘ digs,’ I was not able 
to get up in the morning.”

She did not wish to serve the Frie 
State Government, she said, because of a 
sense of insecurity. She was English born, 
but was living in Dublin, and preferred to 
live on half-pay when she knew that such, 
as compensation, was secure, She had no 
other job in view. 

Replying to Mr. Leydon, the witness said 
there was no guarantee that her pension 
from the Frie State Government, if she 
remained in its service, would be paid. She 
had no fault to find with the way she was 
being treated. 

Miss Marion Quinn said she entered the 
Post Office in 1914, and served at Ballina, 
Dundalk and Dublin, where she now worked. 

**T just don’t wish to serve the Free State 
Government,” said the witness, when asked 
why she wished to retire. 

“That. is all,” said the witness, 
further pressed on the matter. 

Chairman—Are the Board to be satisfied 
that. you want a pension for the rest of your 
life for what amounts to a whim ?—I cannot 

ut it in other words. I don’t hate anyone.

Mr. Kelly—Are you engaged to be mar- 
ried ?—-No. I have no plans of that kind. 

The Chairman said that they must get 
some reason from the witness for her atti- 
tude. —“ You cannot put a penny in the 
slot,’’ he told the witness, “ and expect that 
compensation will pass out. So far you have 
given us practically no reason for wishing 
to retire. Is it that you have no reason !— 
I understood the British Government made 
a settlement and gave me seven years to 
make up my mind. I don’t wish to serve 
the Free State Government. I am sorry I 
cannot give any other reason. 

CIVIL SERVANT’S SHEET ANCHOR. 

Jeremiah O’Keeffe, Post Office assistant, 
said that he had been transferred from 
London to Dublin in March, 1921; He wished 
to retire because of the change of Govern- 
ment. He made no complaint at the time, 
and no application for the transfer. His 
name had been on an old transfer list on 
which he éntered it about yedrinn i ears be- 
fore.

O-DAY is the centenary of the birth 
of Mrs. Cashel Hoey—perhaps, the 
most prolific literary Irishwoman of the 
nineteenth century, and a _ novelist, 
journalist and translator whose work 
linked Young Ireland with the Irish 
Literary Society of our own day.

Hoey’s novels are mostly of the 
life of the Victorian cra. 
v ‘‘ date ” rather badly now, but some 
of them—such as “‘ A Golden Sorrow,”’ 
“The OQOnestion of Cain,” “ Out of 
Court,” and “ No Sign ”’ still in 
demand in the big libraries. Among those 
ol specially Irish interest are two based 
famous Irish trials—one the trial 
of Kirwan for the murder of his wife on 
Ireland's Kye in 1852, and the other the 
trial of Richard Burke in Clonme! for a 
similar crime. 

It was in criticism and translation that 
Mrs. Hoey’s talent was at its best. Buried 
away in old periodicals is much matenal 
which, if sifted, would repay the trouble 
of editing and publishing even now. In 
one department of journalism, indeed, she 
was a pioneer. She was the first to send 
to an Australian journal a “' Lady's 
Letter,” and she kept this up fortnightly 
for twenty years. For forty years, too— 
from its foundation in 1874, when she 
helped Yates to plan it—she wrote without 
a break a weekly article for the new type 
of society journal, The World—a record 
which few journalists, men or women,

Her version of “ The Government 
of M. .Thiers ” is still readable, as is 
her translation of the Erckmann-Chatrain 
study of the outbreak of the great French 
Revolution. The Revolution had a special 
interest for her, and her translation of 
Jules Claretie’s ‘‘ Camille Desmoulins and 
his Wife: Passages from the History of 
the Dantonists’’ retains its value. Of 
more general interest and still in favour 
are her versions of Eugéne Plon’s life of 
the artist Thorvaldsen and the monu- 
mental “ Memoirs of Madame de 
Rémusat, 1802-1808.’’ In these ‘‘Memoirs”’ 
and some other translations she had the 
help of John Lillie. 

It was probably Mrs. Hoey’s sympathy 
with the French that led her inte an 
exciting adventure at the end of the 
Franco-Prussian War of 1871. This was 
nothing less daring than an unaccom- 
panied visit to Paris during the short- 
lived revolutionary commune of that year. 
Disregarding the pleadings of her friends 
in London, she was the only passenger 
who made the journey on Easter Eve 
from London to Paris. After the most 
interesting Easter Sunday in her life she 
returned to London on Monday, April 
10th, and in an article entitled “A 
Catholic Lady in ‘ Red’ Paris ” gave a 
lively account of her experiences in: the 
Spectator. In part her account reads like 
what might have been written by a 
foreion visitor who knew Dublin inti.

AN ULSTERMAN IN SPIRIT. 
Mr. Baldwin, on rising to reply, was re- 
ceived with the singing of “ For He's a Jolly 
(ood Fellow,” and with prolonged applause. 
At the outset he said that no Unionist leader 
could be said to have finished his education 
until he had been received in Ulster. He 
had -only been in Ulster once before—five 
Years ago, when he came to see their great 
Prime Minister at a time when the Irish 
Boundary question was assuming a somewhat 
disturbing aspect. Ulster was the home of 
Unionism. By a chance he was not born 
an Ulsterman., but if ever there was a spirit: 
uas son of Ulster it was he. (Applause.) 
Now, in the course of events, he proceeded 
some of you inay sometimes feel that the 
time i@ past when the Unionist Party is pre- 
dominantly a Unionist Party, but Lord Lon: 
aonderry touched on that. subject, and I 
would ampify it for a moment. Never has a 
party deserved the name of the Unionist 
Party, giving it a wider significance and a 
wider connotation, than the Unionist Party 
deserves that title to-day— (applause) —be- 
cause we ave the only party in the State which 
is Unionist in the sense that it stands equally 
for all classes—all classes—and we stand 
besides, as.the one party which believes in 
fundamental policy, and which has a policy 
fir a united Empire. {(Applause.)

fought at Derry and the Boyne. (Cheers.) 
And yet, when that MacDonald—and he was 
only one of many—was unable to accompany 
other members of his family to Canada he.

was you in Ulster who gave him, and 
many another who had to fly from the 
Highlands at that time, a home in which 
they were able to pursue in peace and con- 
tentment their avocations. And it will not 
surprise you, after. what I have said of 
your country, if FÉ add—that another reason 
for our gratitude to Ulstermen to-day is 
that in _. polities—probably necessary _ be- 
cause of .their environment—they are 
above all things, realists, and being 
realists, they are absolutely immune against 
all the fallacies of Socialism. 

You have not a single Socialist member in 
the British House of Commons.

That was all right. When the report is 
received we have further questions to put. 
1 would only say this, this country has 
never regarded such treatment as has been 
meted out, I .will not. say, not only to 
Christians, but to all believers in a Supreme 
Being, whether Christians, Mahommedans or 
Jews—we have never regarded it as a matter 
of convenience or a matter that belonged 
solely to the Government of the country con- 
cerned.

UNCERTAINTY. 

There is no certainty that the increased 
taxation that may be demanded in this next 
Budget may not be increased again in the 
following Budget if the Governmént is still 
in. There is no certainty, and uncertainty 
is by far the worst atmosphere for business 
to live in. Then you have ‘interference ty 
legislation with industry. ‘llat maces every 
industry nervous. If you-are goiug to say 
to the coal industry: ‘‘ You have got to 
what is to. prevent them from 
Saying it to the linen industry or the steel 
industry ; and no one knows where they are, 
and everybody is afraid to make forward 
contracts. 

The next uncertainty is about the M‘Kenna 
duties and steel duties. But business’ men 
want to know where they are twelve months 
ahead. As. long as these circumstances per- 
sist, so long will industry flag. And I see no 
possibility at all of restoration of that con- 
fidence or of the lowering of any taxation, or 
even the keeping of taxation stationary, that 
enables the industrial world and the financial 
world to make a close calculation of what 
savings there will be throughout the country, 
to increase the capital which we all need so 
much to-day in our industry. No, the process 
of disillusionment is beginning, and it is by 
that process of disillusionment that this 
Government will fall, far more than by any 
policy, however attractive it may be to the 
people. They will fall from the inherent 
rottenness of the situation. But the damage 
that will be done will be great, because dis- 
illusioned men are. never happy men, and 
through whole areas in this country will run 
a distrust of the promises of politicians. 

I am a strong party man, but it is no plea- 
sure to me as a democratie statesman to feel 
that the inevitable victory which we are 
going to win largely by. the disillusionment 
that brings in its train a distrust of the word 
of the politician. (Hear. hear.) A sane de- 
mocracy can only be built up on truth and 
respect for.the character of the men who try 
and lead it-(cheers)—and unless the demo- 
eracy can trust its statesmen to tell it the 
truth you will have no chance of seeing sn 
this country that wholesome, sane démocracy 
which aJone can function to the well-being of 
our own people at home, to the well-being of 
the world, and to the well-being of that 
Great Britain of which we are still the heart. 
(Loud cheers.)

ANNUAL MEETING 
IN BELPAST. 
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From Our ConREsPoNDENT, 
BELFAST, Friday. 

The annual meeting of the Ulster Unionist 
Council was held in the Y.M.C.A. Hall, 
here to-day. The. Marquis of Londonderry 
presided over a large attendance of =a 
from the six counties of Northern Ireland, 

In: moving the adoption of the report, 
Lord Londonderry ‘said that they all re- 
gretted the reason why Lord Craigavon was 
away, and that Lord Carson had found him- 
self unable fo come over on this ‘oecasion 
owing to the fact that. he was leaving for 
Egypt for the benefit: of his health. After 
a veferente to the death of Colonel. Wallace, 
he proceeded :—-The. general eleetion which 
took place in May showed, if proof were 
necessary, the determination of the-provinee 
once more t3 return to power. the Unionist 
Government, under the leadership of Lord 
Criigavon. This shows the efficiency of the 
political -organisation throughout. the pro- 
vitiee, and it has very clearly demonstrated 
ihe unwillingness: of the people of Northern 
Ireland to allow themselves: to: be controlled 
by a eombination composed of ‘Nationalists, 
Socialists, Liberals and Independents. Last 
vear will. be: remembered, too, for the aboli- 
tion of the system of Proportional Repre- 
sentation and the adoption of single-member. 
constituencies. It is within the recollection 
of all of ‘us that the, experiment of Propor- 
tional Representation was made in Northern 
Ireland; and there-is no one who could look 
with any satisfaction on the adoption of that 
system. i 

The result of the -eleetion was” an» in- 
creased Unionist majontvy, -showing- «very 
clearly that, however strenuously opposing 
policies were put before ‘the electors, . they 
were determined to show their recognition of 
the grave issues with which we are con 
fronted, and to have no other Government 
in power than the one which-has served this 
province so well for so many years. The 
returns of the candidates were very interest- 
ing. There. were 37 Unionists, ó Indepen- 
dents, 1 Socialist and 11 Nationalists, which, 
I think, is very expressive of the opinions 
which we have always held, that the anti- 
Unionists in Ulster are desirous of main- 
taining in being the suggestion for uniting 
the North of Ireland with the South, It 
is not my intention to discuss that particu- 
lar question with you to-day.

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‘CLIMBING MONT BLANC. 


LECTURE AT ROYAL DUBLIN 
SOCIETY. 

At vesterduy’s’ “afternoon lecture at the 
toyal Dublin Society, Ballsbridge, a large 
audience listened with interest to a lecture 
hv “Mx, Norman  V.: Sowden, who took as 
his subject’: Climbing Mont Blanc.” . In 
his introductory remarks he spoke of Geneva, 
and. its associations with: the League of 
Nations, and showed by means of lantern 
slides the Secretariat of the League, the 
headquarters of the International Labour 
Bureau, and other buildings in a city which 
he said richly merited: the description given 
it “ as a grain of musk perfuming Europe.” 

He proceeded to outline the route taken 
by those who started off from Geneva to 
climb Mont Blanc, and described the beauties 
of the wonderful Chamonix Valley. Describ- 

thé earliest efforts te’ climb Mont 
Blane, he said it was surprising that 
ihe. mountain top lad not, been reached until 
1786, “when two pioneers-—Jean Balmot and 
Dr. Poceard—achieved the distinction, and 
won a reward which had been offered by a 
scientist twentyfive years earlier. For the 
first thirty-five vears no lives were lost, but 
by the year 1900 “Mont Blanc had claimed 
fifty. vidtims; and cach succeeding year added 


‘to the number, so that the Mountain was liv- 


ing up to its title ““Phe Pool Killer.”
